"What does Engineer Fitzgerald

The publish- 
ed reports regarding his valuation 
are all wrong. The papers are off 
this time."

hours today when more than four 
score bodies of the 
burned and 


suffocated victims were removed 
from 
the subterranean passage. 


The work continues and indica- 
tions are that the death list 
will 


perhaps exceed five score. 


AWFUL SCENES. 


The scenes at the mouth of the 


tunnel where the victims were 
brought- forth 
were the 
most 


heartrending in the history of the 
city. ' Crowds of weeping men, 
women and children struggled for- 
ward in an 
effort to recognize 


their missing relatives and friends. 
Most of the victims are from , the 
middle and working classes, as the 
-rains were carrying them home 
rom their work. Although the 
iccident occurred at 8 o'clock last 
rvening, the officials and firemen 
•vere unable to descend into 
the 


unnel this morning, owing to the 
blinding clouds of smoke from the 
burning train. 


Frequent attempts were made 


by heroic volunteers whom it was 
necessary to-rescue, half suffocated, 
and. carry them away to the hos- 
pital. 
„ 


DEAD ON GROUND. 


At 3 o'clock Sergeant Ahrens, 


wearing a respirator, succeeded in 
making the descent. He remain- 
ed, seven minutes and brought out 
she first information to the effect 
that corpses were strewn all about 
the .roadway in the tunnel. 


Then he collapsed 
and was 


taken to the hospital. 


Twenty minutes later firemen 


forced their way down through the 
l:unnel station at 
Menilmontant 


and returned soon afterwards with 
sev.en bodies—three men, 
two 


young boys and two young women. 


These persons had been asphyxi- 


ated, as their positions 
showed 


they had been groping their way 
through the smoke that filled the 
tunnel, seeking a way to 
escape, 


when they were overcome. 


RECOVERING BODIES. 


The work of bringing up bodies 


went on steadily after that, under 
the personal direction of Prefect 
of Police Lepine, who summoned a 
large reserve force to hold back 
the surging crowd, including the 
relatives of the victims. 


Long lines of ambulances were 


brought into requisition and the 
bodies were carried to the morgue 
and the nearby military barracks.

Plus X had a fainting fit this morning 
while celebrating mass. His Holiness 
soon revived.

urally strong constitution was unable 
to bear the strain put npim it by the 
coronation ceremonies. Such has been 
the effect upon his nerves that he has [ 
been unable to sleep for whole nights, i 
while numerous receptions yesterday 
made matters worse. Last night His 
Holiness was very much agitated, still 
he Insisted upon admitting this morn- 
ing to hear his mass a.ll Venetians who 
had journeyed to Romo purposely to 
attend the coronation. They numbered 
about 300 when the ma.*-s began iij-the 
Pauline Chaf el and the air was vitiated 
with the temperature af ore 90 degrees.

An ordinance to make uniform the li- 


cense tax on hacks, stages, rock and dirt 
wagons wns introduced last night at a 
meeting of the Council by Councilman 
McAdams and referred to the Ordinance 
and Judiciary Committee. 


The measure provides that all hacks, 


stapes, etc.. drawn by two or roore anl- 
ma'.s shall pay a tax o£ $8 per year; when 
drawn by one animal, a tax of *3 per year. 
The present 
ordinance 
provides 
for a 


yearly tax of $12 and $8 respectively. 
The new ordinance requires that all 


rock and dirt wagons, when drawn by 
two or more animals, shall be taxed $6 
per year, and when drawn by one animal, 
$4 per year. 
At present the license costs 


S12 and SG respectively. 


The measure makes no reference to 


grocery delivery wagons, -which the pres- 
ent ordinance requires to take out a. li- 
cense. 
This provision, however, is not 


enforced because of a decision

courts to the effect that such a tax ia 
unconstitutional, as it is double taxatlcn, 
such wagons being a. part of the business, 
which is already taxed.

THE SCHOOL-BOOK CINCH. 


With the re-opening; of the schools 


there :s ;i recurrence of the twinges to

School books are 


especially expensive for pupils ir. tie 
High School. The cost of many of them 
is wholly out of proportion to their m- 
tual value and In many 
cases 
tie 


books that, scholars are 
required to 


purchase are selections from standa-d 
authors with an accompanying'sketch 
by .some college professor. 
You pay 


one- price for the selection itself and 
two additional prices for the bit of es- 
say of the professor.' It is an imposi- 
tion—an expensive imposition. 


The expense of buying- books for a 


course In the public schools is steadily 
Increasing. It is ibecorping a hea.vy tt.x 
on families of moderate means wi'h 
several children to educate. 


The total cost of the books requln-d 


for a full course in the High Scho >1 
is something appalling. Efvery year the 
tax is increased a bit. At the openii g 
of each half term there nre more books 
to buy. 
These constantly recurrii g 


demands gilve an idea that the schools 
are maintained more for the benefit of 
booksellers than for the education of 
the people. There are all sorts of de- 
vices which seem especially designed 
to compel parents to i>uy .books, 


A reform in this direction is "neces- 


sary. Our system of free education is 
becoming too expensive. 
The tuition 


Is free but the incidental costs are pil- 
ing up to an unconscionable degree. 
The High Schools should not be mace 
a lemon for a coterie of literary hacks 
at the State University to squeeze, nor 
sihould the adoption of text books be 
made with a. view to further the inter- 
ests of publishers and adaptors. Par- 
ents have some- rights. But when are 
they going to be respected? 


It Is Idle to compare the speedtness 


of English justice wlth,the delays of 
our own system. In England no appeals 
are allowed In criminal cases. In this 
country the right of appeal Is open to 
every man. 
This right Is naturally 


abused, and the abuse is encouraged 
by appellate 
courts reversing- judg- 


ments on trifling grounds. 
In Cali- 


fornia every criminal sentenced to be 
hanged is allowed sixty days grace be- 
tween the day of sentence and the day 
of execution. In England the crimi- 
nal Is only allowed three Sundays of 
grace. Thus it Is possible to hang a 
man 
sixteen 
days, after 
sentence. 


Judges there have the power to dis- 
sect 
and 
criticise the evidence and 


even to direct the jury to bring In a 
verdict of guilty or acquittal. In this 
country a Judge cannot sum up the 
evidence, save In the Federal courts, 
and he can direct the jury to acquit, 
but cannot give an Instruction to con- 
vict. The continuances so readily ob- 
tainable in American courts cannot be 
had in English courts. In many other 
ways our criminal jurisprudence pro- 
vides for delays and the obstruction 
of adjudication of criminal charges. 
The question Is, has the cause of jus- 
tice been sacrificed In. the effort to 
guard against injustice?

Experience has proved how vain it !s 


to appeal to a large class of bicycle 
fillers in this city to respect the ordi- 
nance- and the rights of pedestrians 
when wheeling on the sidewalk.

Probably sev- 
er.ty-five per cent of the riders obey the 
law as a rule, but the other twenty- 
five per cent have no regard for de- 
eer.cy and still less respect for th-i 
rights of others.

not satisfied with violating the ordi- 
nance and taking the right of wav- 
from the pedestrian, tout they indulge 
in blackguardly pranks for the purpos" 
of startling- nrtd annoying people. Fre- 
quently women are the victims of this 
form of pleasantry. Female riders nr-j 
among the worst 
offenders. 
Well- 


dresseel women run down pedestrians 
as a matter of course, and' even take 
as insultingasuggestlon that they ought 
to turn out. Very frequently old per- 
sons and children are knocked clowr, 
but such incidents are seldom reporte-1 
nt the police station, .because the per- 
sons guilty of the outrages are un- 
known to their victims and speed away 
on their .wheels to escape detection. 


Such things areonly possible in Oak- 


lard. 
In no other large city, of this 


Plate, at least, is bicycle riding on th3 
sidewalks permitted. The privilege is 
oniy conditional here, but the condi- 
tions are wantonly, recklessly and ha- 
bitually violated. This abuse Is aggra- 
vated 'by the fact that the sidewalks 
throughout L'he residence portions of 
the city consists of four and five-foot 
paved strips, only wide enough for thre-»
